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IN THE CLAIMS: 



1 . (Currently amended) A control unit sized to permit it to be hand-held 
during the performance of trading operations, the control unit being in electrical 
communication with one or more computers for use in performing electronic trading 
operations, the one or more computers communicating with at least one visual display 
for displaying to an operator of the control unit trading-related information, comprising: 

trading control buttons having differing shapes, sizes and/or textures to 
provide the operator with tactile feedback sufficient to allow the operator to distinguish 
between the trading control buttons substantially without visually focusing on the 
buttons during trading operations; 

wherein a ll ow i ng the operator can to perform trading operations without 
the need for sliding the control unit over a surface and permitting the operator to 
maintain substantially constant visual contact with the at least one visual display, 
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
